Ansley, of De- 
catur, who declared on the witness 
stand in DeKalb county superior 
court that it would have been impos- 
siple for a man voluntarily to have 
fired a second bullet into 
after having inflicted the first wound. 


The physician said that it would have- 


heer a physical and mental impossi- 
hility to have fired the second bullet. 
regardless of which of the two wounds 
had been inflicted first. 

Roth wounds were of such a nature 
that voluntary control over the mus- 
eles and over the mental faculties 
would have ceased immediately.

The favorite popular conceit at pres- 
ent is calling everything in the way 
of medicine or treatment that doesnt 
come in pill form a “serum.” ‘The 
naicotic drug scopolamin (the same 
drug that made the headlines in “twt- 
lisht sleep” a few years ago) has the 
effect of producing loss of memory, 
ruther a lapse or loss of alertness, a 
state of. indifference or unconcern; so 
it has been administered to persony 
under suspicion, to see whether they 
would so far forget 
their assumed roles or stories as to 
betray their guilt. | 
“truth serum” is an inexcusable in- 
duigance of the desire for sensational- 
ism. 

Serum is the liquid of blood minus 
the corpuscles or cells. Serum from 
the horse immunized against the 
poison of dipththeria is antidiphthe- 
ritie serum or “antitoxin.” Bacteria 
or “bacterial vaccines’ are not se 
rums, however. So when we read 
about a new serum there is no telling
